The Tariff Hill Favors thu Trust, 


But Cripples the Manu- 


facturers. 


OMAHA, Neb., August 30.—The hcot 


sugar industry of Nebraska, Jn which 
several million dollars have been in- 
vested and numerous big factories built, 
in threatened with destruction by the 
new tariff law. This ia tho declaration 
of James Hamilton, eecretary of tins 
Oxnard company, which has • several 
factories here. He returned from New 
York today. 


He taken a gloomy outlook for the 


beet sugar industry, and believes that 
imlcBB the policy of the government is 
very materially changed the Nebraska 
factories will be compelled to yo out of 
existence in another year. 


"Under the new tariff bill passed at 
the dictation of the sugar trust," said 
Mr. Hamilton, "wo are 
practically 


mined in .Nebraska. 
\Vu started out 


live years ago with the intention of 
building ten sugar factories in Nebraska 
and California. Vfu have built three, 
and ii'^tead of building more may be 
compelled to abandon those in opera- 
tion at China, Grand i eland and Nor- 
fork. 
"Under the operations of the MclCin- 


lisy tariff law our facloties \vere slowly 
Dut surely gaining the confidence of the 
farmers of Nebraska. We were paying 
$5 per ton for beets and at this figure 
the farmers were raising beets at a lib- 
eral m-ulil. They wuro beginning to be- 
come enthusiastic over beet culture. 


"An a proof of this assertion i have 


only to cite the fact Unit the lirst year 
we commenced operations at Norfolk the 
farmers raised but 300 acres of beets. 
Last year they raised 1)00 acres, while 
this year they have 4,200 acres, and wo 
were compelled to close our contract 
books last April because more beets 
were likely to bu raised than we could 
well take earn of. 
"Under the new tariff bill we cannot 


pay more than $4 per ton for beets de- 
livered at the factory- We make con- 
tracts during the months ol October 
and November. We shall send out cir- 
cular letters at once making a frank 
statement of our situation and ask tho 
beet raisers to uustain just one-half of 
that IOSF. 
In other words, in order to 


run the factory on the new basis we 
ahull have to purchase beets at $4 per 
ton. We arc willing, however, to tli 
vide the \>w.a. 


"Nebraska is just hymning to rcah/.u 


the impurli'.nre of ihe sugar industry in 
this state. The jiuopta around Norfolk 
already rcali/.e it. bust year we paid 
out $8000 for WIIKUH in our factory dur- 
ing the seventy days we wore operating. 
We pnid out" $1:20,000 for beets to the 
farmers. 
If we can induce tho farmers 


lo raise Ihe buula in tmllieient quantities 
at =M pur tin to run our factories we 
shall continue in business until tlie 
Republican party returns to power. 
If 


we cannot w« shall quit entirely at the 
close of the run in this fall of 181)5."

Mrs. Anna E. Kasmus, wife of John 
. Rasmus of Scandinavian colony, last 
vening drank laudanum with suicidal 
itent in her room at tho Grand Cen- 
al hotel. She cauio to town on Thurs- 
ay morning, and said she was hunting 
or her husband, who had left home 
ast Monday morning and had not r>- 


rued. She appeared worried and cx- 
ressed her purpose uf going to San 
raucisco to look for him ; but she went 
i the hotel, and it seems look the poi- 
m between 5 and G o'clock last night. 
This story id a sad one, and the causes 
eading up to the fatal point laat night, 
ute back one week.

asmus owned a forty acre vineyard in 
candinavian colony, and last Saturday 
c came to town to hire men to pick 
rapes. He did not return home as 
arly as Mrs. Rasmus expected him,

Hut there was a suddei 
return of activity to tho heart, ami i 
beat rather strongly again. Hypoder- 
mic injections were given, and the hearf 
seemed for awhile to show a tendency 
to recover. No medicine could he swal 
lowed. There was no need for any, ai 
the poison had been all absorbed, am 
was thoroughly taken up by the circula 
tion. 
Dr. Davidson arrived about this lime 


and assisted in applying whatever reme 
ilies medical science could suggest. Mra 
Rasmus was a Pythian daughter, am' 
the members of that order were preaen 
at her bedside, but were unable to run 
der any assistance to the woman wh 
was evidently beyond 
tho reach c
